NE of the obstacles to greater prog- 

‘ress toward national recovery has’ 
been the condition of the railroad in- 
dustry, Hale Holden, Chairman of the 
Southern Pacific Company, told the 
Interstate Commerce Commission Nov. 
30, during the hearing held in Wash- 
ington, D. C., in connection with the 
railroads’ petition for increased rates. 

Recent increases in operating costs 
and taxes, the witness continued, have 
made such inroads into railroad carn- 
ings that substantial additional revenue 
must be received to strengthen and 
maintain railroad credit and purchas-~ 
ing power. Such increase is also neces- 
sary, Mr. Holden said, “to afford any 
assurance that railroads will be able to 
give adequate and officient service in 
the future, and by that I do not mean 
the distant future. 


“We ask only that which other in- 
dustry has—the opportunity to make 
such additional charges as will enable 
us to maintain this railroad industry 
as a going concern, 

“So far as can be foreseen,” Mr. 
Holden continued, “substantially in- 
creased costs of operation will continue, 
and it is entirely possible that prices of 
material and supplies necessary for rail- 
road operation, maintenance and capi- 
tal expenditures may undergo a further 
inerease. Nor has the recent recession 
in business any bearing upon the 
amount, of the rate increases requested. 
With a much larger gross revenue than 
that received by the railroads during 
the first eight or nine months of 1937, 
the additional revenue sought would 
still be necessary to properly maintain 
the properties and meet fixed charges.” 

Discussing the situation of the South- 
ern Pacific transportation system as 
indicative of the problems now con- 
fronting the railways, Mr. Holden said: 


Situation as to 8, P. 


“The operating revenues of the 
Southern Pacific in 1937 will show an 
increase of $22,000,000 over those of 
1936. ‘This increase in operating rev- 
enues, however, will be accorapanied by 
an inerease of $27,000,000 in operating 
expenses, because of increases in wages 
and prices of materials and supplies, 
and by an increase of $5,000,000 in 
taxes, In consequence, despite this 
$22,000,000 increase in gross revenues 
in 1937 as compared. with 1936, net 
railway operating income will show a 
decline of more than $11,000,000; and 
net income, after payment .of fixed 
charges, will show a.reduction of more 


than $13,000,000. . These new costs 
are fixed upon us. 

“Throughout the depression, the 
quality of railway service has been 
steadily and substantially improved. 
The Southern Pacifie’s obligation to the 
public in this direction has been, I 
believe, fully met. For example, the 
speed of our manifest trains has been 
increased by 75 per cent between San 
Franciseo and Portland; by 51 per cent 
between Los Angeles and San Fran- 
cisco; and by 44 per cent between Los 
Angeles and El Paso. In addition to 
the increased speed of freight trains, 
switching obligations of the Southern 
Paeific have been greatly inereased be- 
cause of the demand for prompt service. 
Freight service between all important 
points is now on schedules almost as 
exacting as those of passenger trains. 


Service Is Costly 


“There isno slack in which to take up 
delays. Roadbeds must, therefore, be 
maintained to a high standard for beth 
freight and passenger service. All this 
means jnereased cost, especially with 
increasing volume, putting upon the 
railroad a greater burden which must. 
be covered by adequate charges for the 
service performed, 

“Tt is important that opportunity be 
given the railroads, in the interests of 
better service, to take advantage of all 
advances in applied art and science. 
Newer and lighter construetion, air 
conditioning, faster service, changes in 
motive power and improvements in 
terminal operation illustrate what 
should be undertaken in the interests 
of better service, and very often, of 
marked economy. The Southern Pa- 
cific has proceeded along these lines, 
and desires to continue to do so, but

It is 
not in the interest of the public that 
service be markedly curtailed or made 
static. 


Fewer Railroad Jobs 


“Tn the national interest, the situa- 
tion of our employes must. also’be con- 
sidered, The Southern Pacific trans- 
portation system had 89,304 employes 
in 1929. Under falling revenues, there 
was a decrease to 45,362 in 1938, and 
with improvement in earnings a gradual 
increase to a total of 65,480 on Septem- 
ber 15, 1937, An average of about one- 
half of the gross income goes to pay- 
rolls, and while there is some variation 
in the percentage year by year, the 
very close relationship between gross 
revenues and payrolls is obvious. Gross 
revenues are dependent, of course, both 
upon the volume of business and the 
general level of rates, but if a railroad 
is to maintain and expand its employ- 
ment, it must have an adequate general 
lovel of rates so that it may undertake 
changes and expansions which it would 
normally do if financially able. A 
striving railroad, endeavoring to make 
ends meet, cutting down service and 
maintenance, utilizing old equipment 
as a matter of necessity, indulging in 
no pioneering, is not a good haven for 
employes. The difference, from a public 
viewpoint, of the Southern Pacific em- 
ploying 89,000 men in 1929 and only 
45,000 in 1933 with payrolls cut in half, 
is of great concern. 

“What alternative is there but an 
increase in freight and passenger rates 
to avoid trouble? The only alternative 
is to reduce expenses, which means 
lessened employment, and shrinkage 
in the operations of the railroad trans- 
portation machine, So far as the South- 
erm Pacifie transportation system is 
concerned, there are few of these ccono- 
mies remaining which could be of sub- 
stance, because most of them have’ al- 
ready been accomplished. This nation, 
as a whole, cannot prosper with one of 
its greatest industries distressed in the 
present fashion. Indeed, to my mind, 
one of the obstacles toward a greater 
progress on the path to recovery -has 
been the condition of the railroad in- 
dustry, and‘one of the most helpful 
influences toward .a-resumption of a 
return to prosperity would be an in- 
erease in the-railroad income, similar to 


that which all other forms of industry“.

FACT S: High Costs and Low Earnings Force 
S. P. and Other Roads to Seek Greater Income 


Faced by inadequate earnings and 
rising costs of operation, the South- 
ern Pacific Company on November 5 
joined other railroads of the country in 
asking the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission for authority to make certain 
increases in freight rates. 

The petition filed through the Asso- 
ciation of American Railroads also re- 
quested authority to change the rate 
for passengers traveling in coaches in 
Eastern Territory, the railroads operat- 
ing in the Southern and Western Dis- 
trict, including Southern Pacific, hav- 
ing recently made certain increases in 
passenger fares. 


New Rates Sought 


The railroads propose a horizontal 
increase of 15 per cent in all freight 
rates and charges except charges for 
protective service to perishable freight, 
and except that on coal and coke, tum- 
ber, sugar, fruits and vegetables, cer- 
tain maximums are requested. Roads 
operating in Eastern territory propose 
to increase one-vay and roundtrip pas- 
senger fares in coaches from 2 cents to 
2.5 cents per mile. Companies in the 
Southern and Western territories are 
contemplating other revisions in addi- 
tion to those recently made, but do not 
plan any increases above the basis re- 


‘cently established by the 1. C. C. of 


2 cents per ‘mile for coach travel and 
3.cents per mile for passengers in’sleep- 
ing and parlor cars. 

‘Beéause of the emergency which faces 
the _ railroads, ‘the: Commission . was 


Svasked to expedite.consideration of ‘the 


petition. The hearings began in Wash- 
ington on November 29, and it will 
necessarily be a few wecks before final 
decision can be given. 

As President MeDonald has stated 
in his message on the cover page of this 
issue, Southern Pacific employes should 
familiarize themselves with the sub- 
ject, primarily so they will better under- 
stand the problem that is confronting 
our company, but also so they will be in 
a position to discuss the situation with 
their friends and others outside the 
railroad. 

This critical condition is of personal 
and vital concern to every railroader. 
Security of work and opportunity for 
advancement depends on the prosperity 
of our company. There simply has to 
be enough money coming into the 
treasury to meet expenses, provide for 
improvements and expansions, and 
adequately maintain the company’s 
eredit stability, if we hope to continue 
going forward, 

Without such adequate revenues, 
Southern Pacific and the other railroads 
have recently been obliged to cut down 
forces and curtail purchases. This 
move has had the effect of not only 
reducing railroad employment but also 
of decreasing employment in various 
other industries from which the rail- 
roads are normally heavy buyers. 


Increase in ‘Costs 


Prices of materials and suppHes are 
now 40 per cent above what they were 
in 1932.: At the same time, wages have 
risen approximately 18 per cent, and 


taxes, 25 per cent. In contrast with 
this, however, average freight rates 
have decreased ten per cent and average 
passenger fares decreased eighteen per 
cent. So that the revenue for hauling 
a ton of freight one mile now averages 
less than one cent, and for carrying a 
passenger one mile the average is less 
than two cents. 

Due to improvements which have 
been made in the past eightcen years in 
rail transportation, in which progress 
Southern Pacific has bcen a leader, the 
American public is now being provided 
with the best rail service in the world 
at the lowest average rates in the world, 
The efficiencies and economies in opera- 
tion placed in effect by the rail lines 
have not only resulted in improving 
service, but also in reduemg the costs 
of transportation. 


Shippers Have Profited 

Most of the savings which have been 
brought about by increased efficiency 
and economy in operation have been 
passed on in lower rates to shippers and 
travelers, Between 1921 and 1936, the 
average revenue received by the rail- 
roads for hauling a ton of freight one 
mile declined from 1.275 cents to 0.974 
cent, or 24 per cent, while the average 
revenue for carrying 2 passenger one 
maile declined from 3,086 cents to 1.838 
cents, or 40 per-cent. In the first half 
of 1937 a still further decline in averago 
revenue took place. 

Had the railroads received for their 
1936 business the same average revenue, 
freight and passenger, which they got 
in 1921, the cost to freight shippers 
would have been $1,021,000,000 or 31 
per cent more than it actually was, and 
to passengers $280,000,000 or 68 per 
cent more than actually paid, 

The railroads in 1986 had left after 
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paying operating expenses only 2.57 
cents per dollar of investment out of 
which to pay interest, finance improve- 
ments and reserves and to pay divi- 
donds, if any. After paying interest on 
debts and other necessary fixed charges 
in 1932, 1933 and 1934, there was no 
net income remaining. Instead, there 
were deficits after fixed charges had been 
paid in those years. 

Should the Commission grant the in- 
creases asked, the public would still pay 
less for freight and passenger transpor- 
tation than before the depression. On 
freight, the railroads would get on the 
average slightly more than one cent for 
hauling a ton one mile, or approxi- 
mately what it was in 1931. Passenger 
revenue would average just over two 
cents a mile, about the level of 1933. 


1920 Railroad Revenue 
Case is Precedent 
Railway Age editorial Nov. 6, 1837 
TH present case (of the Railroads 
for rate increase) is more analogous 
to the great rate advance case decided 
by the Interstate Commeree Com- 
mission late in July, 1920, than to any 
other proceeding that hes ever been 
before it. The railways had been re- 
tamed from government to private 
operation at the ond of February, 1920. 
Their operating expenses had increased 
under government operation much more 
than their carnings because of ad- 
vances in wages and prices that had

been relatively much greater than the 
advance made in their rates. In ad- 
dition in May the Railroad Labor 
Board had granted « further large ad- 
vance in wages. General increases were 
authorized in both passenger and 
freight rates, the latter ranging from 
25 to 40 per cent, the total increase in 
annual earnings it was estimated they 
would cause was $1,550,000,000. The 
first petitions in the 1920 case were 
filed in the latter part of April and the 
decision was made in the latter part 
of July—only three months later. 

The current proceeding is both simi- 
jar and dissimilar in its causes to that 
of 1920. It has been preceeded, as was 
the one in 1920, by large advances in 
prices and wages; but while the one in 
1920 was merely preceded by inade- 
quate advances in rates, the present 
one has been preceded within recent 
years by large reduction in rates. The 
$507,000,000 annually involved in the 
present proceeding is less than one- 
third as much as was involved in the 
1920 ease. The present proceeding, like 
that of 1920, is strictly a “revenue” 
proceeding—that is, it is intended sole- 
ly to provide the railways with im- 
peratively needed increases in earnings. 

If the proceedure followed in 1920 
should be followed in the present case, 
as the railways will seck to have done, 
a final decision would be rendered with- 
in three months, or early in February. 
It is, however, more conservative to 
assume that whatever advances are 
authorized will be in full effect at least 
throughout the last three quarters of 
1938. 

There does not seem any reason for 
anticipating that the Commission will 
refuse to grant approximately all the 
advances proposed. Present average 
revenue per passenger mile of 1.8 cents 
is the lowest in recorded history, and 
the advances in passenger rates sought 
are small and would leave the average 
lower than in any year before 1934. 
The proposed advance of 15 per cent 
in freight rates would make average 
revenue per ton-mile only about what 
it was in 1930. 

Wholesale commodity prices now 
average as high as in that year, and, 
therefore, the proposed advance in 
rates would merely re-establish the 
parity between freight rates and com- 
modity prices that existed in 1930. It 
does not seem probable that many 
large industries will oppose this. Those 
that do will be embarrassed by ques- 
tions regarding how they can justify 
their own current prices. 

As the current general level of com- 
modity prices affords no justification 
for opposition to an advance in freight 
rates, the Commission seems likely to 
give paramount or almost’ exclusive 
consideration, as it did im1920, ‘to the 
yevenue needs of the railways, which 
obviously are very -greatand warrant 
all the advances proposed. ee 
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PMT: Pickup and Delivery: 
to Operate in Name of S.P. 
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Store-door pickup and delivery of

The change is being made to avoid 
jnconvenience to shippers in having 
to use different tariffs and billing 
documents for their interstate and 
intrastate traffic.

Pacific Motor Trucking Com- 
pany, also a wholly owned subsidiary 
of the Southern Pacific, will con- 
tinue in existence as the operating 
company that performs the truck 
service, both pickup and delivery, 
and line-haul truck service in co- 
ordination with train service. The 
existing PMT office organization 
and personnel will continue to func- 
tion for that company.

Southern Pacific’s operating and 
traffic forces put in an exceptionally 
busy day November 20, when twenty- 
four extra 12-car trains were required 
to accommodate more than 16,000 foot- 
pall fans bound for Palo Alto and the 
annual Stanford-California “BigGame.”

Transportation of this enormous 
crowd represented the biggest concen- 
trated main-line traffic movement 
handled in several years, and added 
another chapter to Southern Pacific’s 
record of safe and speedy service.

+ Southern Pacific is again on the job 
this year, bringing Christmas trees to 
market for the Yule season. 

Last year, the Company handled 261 
carloads of trees, and an even greater 
number is expected to move this year to 
gladden the hearts of children along 
S. P. lines, 

The majority of tree shipments origi- 
nate in the Pacifie Northwest, including 
Washington, Montana and British Col- 
umbia, the remainder coming from the 
high Sierra of California and from the 
Oregon forests. 

The trees from Washington are cut 


in the Olympia, Puyallup and Tacoma 
districts. Of the 236 cars shipped from 
those centers in 1936, 150 carloads 
moved to Southern California, 90 to 
San Francisco bay region, and the re- 
mainder to interior California cities. 

Shipments from the Sierra country 
are mostly made up of the beautiful 
silver-tipped firs, ideal for Christmas 
trees because of their symmetry. 

The trees begin to move each year 
about the middle of Noyember and con- 
tinue until about. December 10. They 
are handled in box cars moving in 
expedited service to insure early arrival 
at destinations.

In a letter to W. L. Hack, superin- 
tendent, Sacramento Division, Dr. 
Shipp wrote: “In the summer of 1907 I 
worked for track foreman in the snow 
sheds, working just long enough to 
have $4.50 balance. From this work I 
went to carpenter's helper, and in some 
way my voucher never reached me. Ag 
your Company still owes me the $4.50

to trace this item.” 

Superintendent Hack forwarded the 
letter to Local Treasurer C. M. Scott at 
San Francisco, who checked with Audi- 
tor of Miscellancous Accounts office and 
verified the correctness of Dr. Shipp’s 
statement, with one cxception—the 
amount due was $4.65 instead of $4.50. 
A check was promptly mailed and the 
account, after being open more than 
thirty years, was closed out in less than 
three weeks!

New Snow Plows 


In addition to this equipment, 
Southern Pacific has tuken delivery of 
two new rotary snow plows, costing 
$66,000 each, to supplement the snow- 
fighting units of the Sacramento Divi- 
sion over the Sierra summit. Built by 
the American Locomotive Works, they 
are said to be the largest snow plows in 
the world. 

Purchase of the two plows is part of a 
$400,000 expenditure, extending over 
the past two years, to strengthen the 
Company’s ability to combat winter 
weather and maintain uninterrupted 
trafic over the mile-high mountains,

concrete, installing. additional “slide 
detector” fences and signal bridges, 

The automatic train control system, 
in use between Andover and Emigrant 
Gap for 11 years, is being extended 
eastward from Andover to Truckee and 
westward from Emigrant Gap to Gold 
Run. It prevents a train from going 
against a block signal, which might be 
hidden from view in 2 snow drift, by 
automatically bringing the train to a 
halt. And as a further precaution, the 
Company has constructed six special 
bridges to support signals out of the 
way of the snows, so they can be seen 
plainly at all times. 

Construction of an extra heavy con- 
crete shed at Eder has been completed, 
along with application of 2 conerete 
lining to portion of Tunnel No, 10. The 
yearly ditching program has slso been 
finished. This involves the clearing 
away of both sides of the right-of-way 
so the snow plows can operate without 
interference. During the past summer, 
the Company removed about a mile of 
old snowsheds, no longer needed. 


17-Car Streamliner 


Shortly after the first of the year, 
the new Dicsel-powered City of San 
Francisco will take the place of the 
present streamliner of that name, on 
the Overland Route between San Fran- 
cisco and Chicago. The new train will 
be the largestand most powerful stream- 
Hiner yet designed. It will be a 17-car 
train instead of E1-car as at present, 
and will have nearly 50 per cent more 
capacity for Pullman passengers. 

There will be three power cars, each

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Short Wave Radio 

Southern Pacific will be the first. 
railroad to use short wave radio in 
safeguarding train movements in 
ease of emergency, if applications 
now pending before’ the Federal 
Communications Commission re- 
ceive favorable action. The Com- 
mission has already granted con- 
struction permits, and initial con- 
struction work has already been 
started. 

The proposed short wave system 
would be placed in operation shortly 
after the first of the year in the 
snowshed region over the Sierra 
Nevada mountains, and would con- 
sist of two-way telephone and tele- 
graph communications to be used in 
emergencies when line wires fail. 

First units to be installed would 
be a 500-watt transmitter and re- 
ceiving equipment at Norden, and a 
50-watt transmitter and receiving 
equipment as a mobile fire train unit, 
at Emigrant Gap. 

With the addition of emergency 
radio communication service to pre- 
sent facilities, train movements 
through this district would be pro- 
tected with almost every known 
device, under all weather conditions. 


use has only 2400 horsepower. The 
train will be owned and operated 
jointly by Southern Pacific, Union Pa- 
cific and Chicago and North Western. 

The Daylight streamliners, already 
established as the most popular trains 
in the United States, will also add to 
their attractiveness early in 1938.

rN this article attention is called to 
diagram of our Lines in the State of 
Louisiana. While not exact geograph- 
ically, it does show principal junction 
points, and a study of it, together with 
reference to our wall map, will, 1 think, 
be helpful in enabling our Pacific Coast 
people to visualize our lines and the 
points we serve. 

Joseph Lallande, general freight 
agent at New Orleans, is in immediate 
charge of traffic matters in the entire 
state for 8. P. His 42 years of service 
ou the ground in that state has fortified 
him with a vast amount of knowledge-— 
industrially, agriculturally, and traffic- 
wise. 

Due to our fast train No. 242 operat- 
ing between California and New Or- 
leans, that city is growing in impert- 
ance as one of our principal gateways. 
This is especially true as to traffic to 
the Southeast, which is primarily the 
territory beyond our own rails served 
by this train. Our new schedule also 
provides better service to San Antonio, 
Houston, and points on our line north 
and east of Houston. 

‘This service should be brought to the 
attention of shippers throughout Cali- 
fornia, We have made a very favorable 
showing thus far considering the short 
time the train has been operating, but 
we continue to find adverse movement 
of important loads that could be han- 
dled to advantage in No. 242. In view 


of existing conditions, it is more than 
ever important to keep this train filled 
to capacity with through business, as 
schedule is so fast that we are unable 
to handle much of anything else in it. 
It is primarily s California train to the 
Southeast, and we have to depend 
largely on through traffie to justify 
its operation. Train is making a re~ 
markable record for. on-time perform- 
ance. It terminates at Avondale, La., 
from which point cars for various New 
Orleans connections are taken across 
the Mississippi River Bridge and 
promptly delivered to all lines in time 
to depart on evening trains. 


Only Railroad on Bridge 


Before the bridge was built we han- 
dled our freight trains via Algiers, La., 
from which point ears were transferred 
by Car Ferry to New Orleans. Ours 
is the only railroad now operating over 
the bridge. In order to make Avondale- 
Yard suitable for the new method of 
handling freight moving via New Or- 
Jeans, we had to spend a large amount 
of money improving it, and now have 
a terminal modern in all respects, 
enabling us to handle trains promptly 
and efficiently. 

We connect at New Orleans with the 
Iilinois Central; Southern; Louisville & 
Nashville; Gulf, Mobile & Northern; 
Missouri Pacific; Texas & Pacific; our 
Morgan Line; and various steamship 


lines which operate -coastwise, -as‘well 
world. 


importance of New Orleans as a gate- 


way to Cuba. Incidentally, we main- / 


tain an office in Havana, -Cuba, in 
charge of Rafael Menendez, . Mr. 
Menendez is well qualified to handle 
matters concerning traffic to and from 
Cuba, a fact to keep in mind when 
discussing this traffic with shippers and 
receivers. 

For export and coastwise traffic, we 
have private wharf facilities at Algiers 
and Gretna, La., on the West Bank of 
the Mississippi River (opposite New 
Orleans) where ocean-going steamers 
lift and discharge cargoes. Facilities 
at Algiers include a covered wharf; 
those at Gretna are equipped with 
marginal tracks where cargo is trans- 
ferred direct, between ship and cars. 

At City Frontonthe East Bank of the 
River and on the Industrial Canal at 
New Orleans, are several miles of 
covered wharves, shipside warehouses 
and other facilities, including the 
Public Cotton Warehouse, Public Grain 
Elevator and Coal Tipple, all under the 
jurisdiction of the Board of Commis- 
sioners of the Port of New Orleans. 
We have access te the Morgan Line 
docks with our own tracks, and to the 
other facilities via the Public Belt 
Railroad. 

Ours is by far the most important 
line in the handling of perishables at 
New Orleans. Adequate team track 
facilities and warehouse space located 
at and adjacent to Poydras and Front 
Streets, in the heart of the wholesale 
produce district, afford the most con-

venience of our patrons in that vicinity, 
Our Poydras Station (New Orleans), 
with ‘adjacent team tracks equipped 
for handling all classes of freight, af- 
fords the shipping and receiving public 
the most convenient facili of any 
‘line entering New Orleans, because of 
location in the heart of the wholesale 
district. 
On our tracks at New Orleans are 
located some of the city’s largest pri- 
vate warehouses, namely Bienville 
Warchouses A and B, operated by 
Dietrich & Wiltz; Commercial Termi- 
nal Warehouses; Standard Warehouses; 
Kentucky Warehouse, and Rebecea- 
Fabacher. There are a number of 
other important industries located on 
our tracks, both on the East and West 
sides of the River, embraced within 
the metropolitan New Orleans area. 


Leading Commodities 


The principal commodities moving 
from New Orleans to Pacific Coast 
destinations and for export beyond Pa- 
cific Coast ports, mostly to Japan and 
Hawaii, are canned shrimp and oysters, 
frozen shrimp, naval stores, including 
turpentine and pine oil in tank cars, 
fibreboard and wall-board, lard com- 
pound, cooking oil and refined cotton- 
seed oil, wirebound box material and 
cane syrup. Movement of frozen 
shrimp is a comparatively new develop- 
ment, but has amounted to 25 cars for 
the first ten months of this year. 

Eastbound movement consists prin- 
cipally of fruits and vegetables, cocoa- 
nut oil in tank cars, fish oil used in the 
manufacture of paints, edible nuts for 
domestic delivery and export, canned. 
goods and wine in tank cars. 

The Louisiana territory traversed by 
our main line from the Sabine River to 
New Orleans is agriculturally the rich- 
est section in the State. Southwest 
Louisiana produces rice in abundance; 
estimated production for the current 
season in rough rice is equivalent to 
6,399,989 pockets of clean rice weighing 
100 pounds each, or 40.5 per cent of the 
total production in the United States. 
This arca also produces cotton and the 
celebrated Puerto Rican Yam, which 
is the peer of all sweet potatoes grown 
in the United States. 

Louisiana is the largest cane sugar 
producing state in the United States; 
the crop this year will exceed 400,000 
tons: We traverse the principal sugar 
producing area. 

Our territory is also developing in 
the production and shipment of pota- 
toes, beans cand other early ° spring 
vegetables, our “movement last season

son Alkali Works at Lake Charles, the 
Swift plant now under course of con- 
struction at that point, canning fac- 
torics, saw-mills, ete. Two of the 
largest. salt mines in the world are 
located in our territory, being served by 
branch lines immediately south of the 
main line in the New Iberia area. Inci- 
dentally, Avery Island, some twelve 
miles from New Iberia, produces the 
world-famous Tabaseo Sauce. 

Petroleum is produced in large areas 
adjacent to our main line and branches 
in Louisiana. While most of the crude 
oil moves out by barge and pipe line, 
or combination of both, we handle a 
great deal of pipe and other oil well 
supplies inbound. 

Another important industry is lo 
cated at Morgan City and Berwick, 
where plants turn out crushed oyster 
shells as suxiliary poultry food. This 
is shipped all over the United States 
and exported, movement in one year 
reaching total of 4,500 cars. 

From our interior Louisiana terri- 
tory we ship to the Pacific Coast rice, 
canned goods (principally shrimp and 
oysters), and sugar cane pith, which is 
the residue of the sugar cane stalk after 
the juice is extracted in the process of 
manufacturing sugar and syrup; this 
product is used in orchards and as 
litter, and under certain circumstances, 
for mixture with other ingredients as a 
stock food. 

At interior Louisiana junction points 
we connect with rail lines as follows:

‘This article concludes the serics de- 
scriptive of our lines in Texas and 
Louisiana, We have endeavored to 
point out in a general way commodities 
originating and terminating on these 
lines, in the hope that this information 
might help to increase our participation 
in traffic referred to. Have also en- 
deavored to bring to your attention 
through various diagrams just where 
our lines run. I have several times re- 
ferred to necessity for our people to be 
thoroughly familiar with location of 
our lines in Texas and Louisiana, so 
that when traffic is available we might 
participate to the greatest, possible ex- 
tent in its movement. 


High Standard of Service 
Having been located in a number of 
territories served by our rails has given 
me an opportunity to compare physical 
characteristics and service afforded 
throughout our System. While our 
service is, of course, uniformly good, I 
would like to impress upon my readers 
that our railroad in Texas and Louisi- 
ana is second to none, and that we 
maintain in all respects the high-class 
service to which our patrons are ac- 
customed. There should be no hes- 
itancy in putting forth every effort to 
route every pound of freight you can 
via our lines east of El Paso; and you 
need have no hesitancy in promising 
shippers that any freight entrusted to 
our care will be given Southern Pacific 
standard service. 

Thave never been on any part of our 
lines where more attention is given to 
service. Every department is con- 
stantly on the alert to help in any possi- 
ble way. Performance of our freight 
trains is given the same careful scrutiny 
as our passenger trains, and I am proud 
to say that I think our record -as to 
On-Time performatice of freight trains 
is equal to any railroad in‘the United 
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States. For this reason it is extremely 
discouraging to see shipments which we 
could handle routed via competing 
lines, and it i# doubly discouraging 
when this is due to lack of familiarity 
with our entire System. 

As previously pointed out, much of 
this trouble could be overcome if all 
concerned would take the trouble to 
carefully study our lines in Texas and 
Louisiana so that there will not be the 
slightest. doubt as to what traffic we 
can handle. There have been instances 
where we have becn deprived of hauls, 
seemingly due to lack of knowledge on 
the part of some of our agents, bill 
clerks and others as to just where our 
lines extend. A very simple solution of 
this difficulty would be for all of us to 
keep in mind that our lines serve prac- 
tically every point of importance in 
‘Texas and Louisiana, and that South- 
orn Pacific Lines do not end at El 
Paso. I urge you remember that we 
serve points like Dallas, Ft. Worth, 
Austin, Waco; most points of import- 
ance in the Rio Grande Valley; that 
we have direct connection with Na- 
tional Railways of Mexico at Eagle 
Pass; and have an excellent route to 
Laredo, Texas, in connection with the 
Texas Mexican Railway via Alice, 
‘Texas, which onables us to give good 
service on Mexican traffic moving via 
Laredo, In any cases where there is the 
slightest doubt as to our ability to 
handle certain traffic, a wire addressed 
to our Houston office will result in 
complete information as to any point 
in question. 

The main object I have had in mind 
in writing these articles is to endeavor 
to assist in the effort to make all of 
our people system-minded. 

For many years there has been quite 
an interchange of officers between the 
two units. Julius Kruttschnitt started 
his railroad career ou our Louisiana 
Lines. Former Freight Traffic Manager 
H. A. Jones was transferred from 
Houston to San Francisco several years 
ago. Exccutive Vice-President H. M. 


Lull at Houston was formerly located _ 


on Pacific Lines at various places. Chief 
Engincer R. W. Barnes came here from, 
Oregon, and Vice-President, System 
Freight Traffic, J. T. Saunders, has 
jurisdiction over Texas and Louisiana 
Lines as well as other parts of our 
System, 

I mention this to indicate that from 
& personnel as well as & physical stand- 
point our lines in Texas and Louisiana 
are an integral part of Southern Pacific 
Lines, I am quite sure that if this can 
be indelibly impressed in the minds of 
all of our people, and ‘through them 
necessary: education. in this direction 
given shippers and receivers, the prob- 
jem of securing ‘longer and more -re- 
munerative hauls for our System Lines 
by inclusion of routing via Jines in 
‘Texas and Louisiana will be made much 
easier, 


Man Killed, in Attempted Robbery on Apache

AX attempt by two young easterners 
to stage a “wild west” holdup of 
the Southern Pacific train Apache, west, 
of El Paso, in the early morning of 
November 25, resulted in the fatal 
shouting of Yardman W, L. Smith and 
capture of the two bandits, who gave 
the names of Henry Lorenz, 22, and 
Harry Dwyer, 27. 

The train had been out of El Paso 
less than an hour when Conductor 
W. M., Holloway, returning to the head 
coach -after collecting tickets, was 
accosted in the car vestibule by one of 
them, armed with a pistol. “Up with 
your hands, this is a holdup,” he was 
commanded. Holloway said he first 
thought the fellow was drunk or fooling, 
but looking inte the head coach he saw 
a second man threatening passengers 
with a gun and demanding their valu- 
ables. 

Moving on into the car, Holloway 
and his captor walked to the front end 
where the conductor was pushed into a 
seat while the bandit stood beside him 
as his companicn continued down the 
aisle collecting money and jewelry, 

At this moment Brakeman J. L. 
Velsier stepped into the same end of 
the car. Told, to stop the train he 
answered that he would have to go to 
the vestibule at other end of car. This 
he and the bandit did, Velsier pulled 
the signal cord and opened the vestibule 
door so that the two men could leave 
the train. 

But in the meantime the fellow still 
in the car had run into trouble. Yard- 
man Smith, whose seat was in another 
earand who had come to the head coach 
to get a pillow from Porter Henry 
Potts, answered the bandit with a 
blow.on the chin that-sent him reeling. 
This wag the -signal for a free-for-all 
that brought the second bandit rushing 
back into the car. -As.he ran down the 
aisle tothe aid -of ‘his’ pal ‘he either: 
stumbled or .was tripped | by. Porter 


Potts, but regained his feet to fire the 
shot that sont Smith to the floor. 

. Several persons, including Yardman 
K. C. Moon, Shopman Sippie Webb, 
and the three members of train crew 
already in the car, -had a hand in the 
melee that: quickly followed. Dis- 
armed and beaten, their gaudy black 
“movie” cowboy garb badly, mussed, 
the two men were’ bound hand and 
foot. At Hachita they were turned 
over to sheriff of Luna County, N. M. 

Smith was given quick attention by 
Dr, R. G. Stearns, 8. P. physician of 
Los Angeles, and by Margarita and 
Beatrice Breton, railroad nurses of El 
Paso, all passengers on the train. The 
wound was so serious, however, he died 
about two hours later, before the train 
could get him to a hospital at Douglas. 
He was 33 years old and had only been 
with S. P. at El Paso since July, 1936. 
His widow and daughter survive him. 

Other shots were fired before and 
during the tussle with the two men. 
Sippie Webb, awakened from a sound 
sicep, was slow in obeying the com- 
mand to “come through” and a bullet 
ripped through the side of his leather 
coat, Jose Rodriquez, S. P. shopman 
passenger, also aroused from sleep, did 
not move quickly enough and would 
probably have been badly wounded if 
the bullet had not been stopped by a 
watch in his vest pocket. 

Members of the train crew other than 
those already mentioned were: Engineer 
C. R. Reeves, Fireman E. J. Rainey 
and Brakeman H. L. Wynne. Other 
S. P. people traveling as passengers in 
the one coach molested by the bandits 
were: Shopman W. A. Richeay, Ma- 
chinist Doyle L. Ziler, Telegrapher 
K. 8. Hicks, and the wives of several 
of the employes.

EVEN fifty-three a. m., Sunday, 

November 21. The Overland Limit- 
ed rolls in under the great shed at 
Oakland pier, on time. 

Third, fourth and fifth cars back of 
the locomotive bear the lettering 
“Southern Pacifie Lines—Railway Ex- 
press Agency.” But these are no 
ordinary express cars. Within are 
groups of stalls, separated by metal 
partitions, and the valuable cargo is 
22 horses of the Charles H. Howard 
stable, headed by the leading moncy 
winner of the year, Seabiscuit. 

Detraining from his compartment 
farther back in the train, Mr. Howard 
comes forward to confer with his 
trainer, Tom Smith, as the horse cars 
are quickly cut out, a coach added, and 
a, special train takes off on fast schedule 
for Tanforan, south of San Francisco. 

No novelty is this movement of rac- 
ing thoroughbreds on crack passenger 
trains today. In 1936, Southern Pa- 
cific lines carried 354 cars of race 
horses, polo ponies and show horses to 
such famous tracks as Santa Anita in 
Southern California, Bay Meadows and 
Tanforan on the San Francisco penin- 
sula, to Longacres near Seattle, and to 
a dozen or more state and county fairs 
and horse shows on the Pacifie Coast. 
Southern Pacific has 37 special horse 
ears of all-steel-construction, represent- 
ing the most modern .development in 
Of these, 20 are new, of 
80-foot length, and ‘the remainder of 
70-foot length. Prime object in design 
‘was to make travel for horses relatively 
as comfortable and safe as Pullman 
and coach travel is for people. 

Car interiors are light and airy; with

lation is provided by 24 individual eon-:,

while the new 80-foot cars are equipped 
with steel stalls and can accommodate 
up to 24 head of horses. Normal load 
is from 12 to 16 per car. Side aisles 
may be arranged so that attendants do 
not have to stoop or crawl to pass 
through the cars. 

Each of the new cars has full end 
door ‘for loading sutomobiles, fre- 
quently carried, in addition to miscel- 
laneous traps, along with the horses, 
The side doors, six and a half feet high, 
are the highest yet provided in horse 
cars, with edges smoothly rounded to 
avoid injury to horses in the loading 
and unloading process. 

Loading and unloading of horses is 
done by means of chutes much like 
ship gangplanks, at special loading plat- 
forms at the race tracks, At Bay 
Meadows 8 cars may be loaded or un- 
loaded simultaneously, at Santa Anita 
12 to 14, and at Tanforan, 3. 

Movement of race horses is always on 
the fastest passenger trains, or some- 
times on fast specials, since it is im- 
portant to route them over shortest 
routes, withsmoothest possiblehandling.

Horse cars are classified as a Railway 
Express Agency movement, but South- 
ern Pacific passenger department men 
nevertheless cooperate closely with the 
Express Agency both in soliciting busi- 
ness and in supervising shipments. 

In addition to its horse car ship- 
ments, Southern Pacific also serves the 
horse racing industry with considerable 
traffic in freight between the tracks and 
by operating special daily passenger 
trains from San Francisco to Bay 
Meadows during the season. 

Following the recent season at Bay 
Meadows, October 9 to November 13, 
the general movement of horses was to 
Tanforan where the season opened No- 
vember 16 and will close December 18. 
Thence Southern Pacific. will handle 
many horses to the brilliant new track 
at Santa Anita for the season from 
December 25 through March 12, 1938, 
during which are scheduled such events 
as the $50,000 Santa Anita Derby 
February 22, and the $100,000 Santa 
Anita Handicap Mareh 5. 

Following the Santa Anita meet, the 
horses will return northward to Bay 
Meadows and Tanforan for the Spring 
season, and then be shipped eastward 
to meets on the east coast and through- 
out the middle west during the summer 
and fall of next year.

an average revenue of less than 
a cent. 


That's 2314 per cent Jess than 
they got for hauling a ton a 
mile fifteen years ago, when 
the downward trend in avet- 
age revenue started. 


It’s a billion dollars less than 
it would have been in 1936 if 
the revenue per ton-mile had 
stayed the same as it was 
fifteen years ago. 


Now some of this difference is 
due to changes in the type of

Working hand-in-hand with shippers, they 
cut fréight loss and damage more than 
eighty per’cent—developed better ways to 
pack, load and handle goods. 


You know what they’ve done in passenger 
service, too — faster trains, even greater 
safety, more comfort and cleanliness, .air- 
conditioning and all-the rest. Aud yet pas- 
sengers today pay an average of 42 per cent 
less per mile than they did in'1921, 


It’s a great record—you couldn’t ask for a 
better picture of how the railroads are han- 
dling a tough job. On that record, the rail- 
toads have earned the right to ask for équal- 
ity in regulation and treatment, for a chance 
to meet ‘competition on ‘a basis ‘fair to all:
